WASHINGTON (AP) - Spon- 


sors of a landmark safety bill 
passed by the Senate say the 
measure will become 4aw in 
spite of a Republican threat to 
weaken it in the House. 


The bill was sent to the House 


after the Senate's 82-3 passage 
Tuesday. House committee ac- 
tion is complete and final action 
is expected before the end of the 
current rump session. 


The bill establishes the first 


national program in history de- 
signed to improve health and 
safety conditions for 80 million 
American workers. 


The legislation is tied to re- 


ducing the 14,500 deaths, 2.2 mil- 
lion injuries and $1.5 billion in 
lost wages which occur annually 
in industry.

Officer to 
Be Called in 
Galley Trial

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - A 


former artillery officer attached 
to Lt. William L. Galley's com- 
pany the day it swept through 
the south Vietnamese village of 
My Ijai says he saw bodies on 
village trails several hours after 
the sweep. 


The officer, Roger Alaux Jr., 


testified 
for 
the prosecution 


Tuesday as it began presenting 
the government's case against 
Galley, being court-martialed on 
charges he murdered 102 civil- 
ians the day of the sweep, 
March 16, 1968. 


Alaux, now a student at Arizo- 


na State University, said that 
about three hours after helicop- 
ters landed Galley's platoon at 
My Lai he saw a group of bodies 
on a north-south village trail 
and a child's body on an east- 
west trail. 


Apparently 
attempting 
to 


forestall any suggestion that the 
Vietnamese were killed by artil- 
lery shells or in the crossfire of 
battle, Capt. Aubrey Daniel III, 
the Army prosecutor, 
asked 


Alaux whether he saw evidence 
of artillery. 


"The direct evidence of artil- 


lery was south of the village in 
the rice paddy," Alaux said. He 
added that to the best of his 
knowledge the platoon received 
no enemy fire that day. 


Before testimony began, the 


military judge, Col. Reid W. 
Kennedy, asked the 27-year-old 
Galley how he pleaded. 


"I plead not guilty," he said. 
If convicted, the 5-foot-3 infan- 


try lieutenant could be sen- 
tenced to death by a firing 
squad or hanging, or be sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 


In his opening statement, the 


prosecutor told the jury of six 
officers that the government in-

We can't do 
much about the many vi- 
ruses that cause respiratory 
illnesses, but we can do 
something about the body's 
susceptability. 


You can improve your re- 


sistance by maintaining op- 
timal health. This means 
proper nutrition and exer- 
cise, avoiding excessive fa- 
tigue, getting adequate sleep 
and eliminating 
unhealthy 


habits, such as cigarette 
smoking. 


Cigarette smoke contains 


poisons and irritants that 
damage the delicate lining in 
the nose and respiratory pas- 
sages, causing them to be 
more easily infected. So you 
can decrease your chances 
of getting an infection by not 
smoking. Excessive air pol- 
lution has similar effects and 
adds to the problem of cig- 
arette smoke. 


No special diets will pre- 


vent colds, but a debilitated 
person or someone with mal- 
nutrition 
usually is more 


prone to infections. Just eat 
a good well-balanced diet. 


As long as your diet is 


adequate, and particularly if 
you don't use excessive 
amounts of alcohol or smoke, 
you probably 
won't 
need 


vitamins. Opinion varies on 
the value of vitamin C in 
preventing colds. Some doc- 
tors think it is useful. It 
can't cause any harm since 
excess amounts are elimin- 
ated. Vitamin C cannot be 
stored in the body, so you 
need a new supply each day. 
It is easily destroyed and 
perhaps cigarette smoking is 
one way of doing it. Person- 
ally, I have been pleased 
with the use of vitamin C 
and see no harm in taking a 
daily tablet. You can buy 
them without a prescription. 
Use vitamin 
C (ascorbic 


acid) 500-milligram-size tab- 
lets. 


One of the most effective 


ways of decreasing the num- 
ber of colds is to stay away 
from people—with or without 
colds. The more exposure to 
people, the more likely you 
will get a cold. This is why 
p a r e n t s of schoolchildren 
often have more colds than 
nonparents. Avoiding people 
won't solve the whole prob- 
lem but it can minimize the 
danger. 


Attempts to sterilize the 


air or prevent transmission 
by infected droplets from 
sneezing and coughing have 
been disappointing. Despite 
this, it is worth-while to stay 
more than three feet away 
from a person who is cough- 
ing or sneezing. This is the 
distance the infected drop- 
lets usually travel during a 
sneeze or cough. Customary 
hygiene in coughing, sneez- 
ing and disposing of used 
tissues may not help much 
but any effect is better than 
none. The same can be said 
about handling dishes, toys 
and other articles used by 
sick people. 


In short, you can't really 


prevent all colds but you can 
reduce your chances of hav- 
ing as many or as severe in- 
fections by cultivating good 
living habits.

Grand Jury 
fo Hear More 
Witnesses

CLEVELAND (AP) - A spe- 


cial federal grand jury was ex- 
pected to hear from out-of-town 
witnesses today in the third day 
of its investigation into affairs 
of the National Football League. 


Except for Tom Fears, who 


recently was fired as coach of 
the New Orleans Saints, the 
jury has spent the first two 
days hearing testimony from 
representatives 
of the Cleve- 


land Browns' front office and 
coaching staff. 


The investigation is being con- 


ducted under strict secrecy by 
the Cleveland office of the U.S. 
Justice Department's Antitrust 
Division, but it was reported 
that today's witnesses would in- 
clude representatives of the St. 
Louis Cardinals and Bernie Par- 
rish, a former member of the 
Browns' defensive backfield. 


Parrish, now an official of the 


Teamsters Union in St. Louis, 
and Walter Beach, another for- 
mer Browns defensive back, 
claimed they were blackballed 
by other NFL teams after be- 
ing released on waivers by the 
Browns. Beach, a student at 
Yale Law School, also is ex- 
pected to appear before the 
grand jury. 


Witnesses have indicated in 


answer to newsmen's questions 
that the jury has concentrated 
on player-owner relations. It 
was learned Tuesday that the 
jury is looking for possible vio- 
lations of the Sherman Anti- 
trust Act. Such violations could 
bring criminal indictments. 


The Sherman Act not only 


provides penalties for restraint 
of trade, but also restraint of 
services—in the case of sports, 
the services of players.

Johnny Bench 
Gets Nat'l 
MVP Award

NEW YORK (AP) - Johnny 


Bench of the Cincinnati Reds, 
the 22-year-old slugging king of 
the major leagues, added anoth- 
er crown today when he became 
the youngest player ever to win 
a Most Valuable Player Award. 


Bench, who led the majors in 


home runs with 45 and runs bat- 
ted in with 148 while leading the 
Reds to the National League 
pennant, outdistanced a field 
that included two other strong 
Cincinnati candidates in the bal- 
loting by the Baseball Writers 
Association of America. 


The young, strong catcher re- 


ceived 22 of the 24 first-place 
votes and a total of 326 points. 
Billy Williams of the Chicago 
Cubs was second with the other 
two first-place votes and 218 
points. 


Bench's slugging teammate, 


third baseman Tony Perez, fin- 
ished third in the balloting with 
149 points while another mem- 
ber of the Reds, outfielder Pete 
Rose, also cracked the top 10, 
finishing seventh with 54 points. 


Bench is only the second play- 


er in the 40-year history of MVP 
balloting to win the award at 
the age of 22. Stan Musial was 
22 when he won in 1943, but Mu- 
sial's birthday falls on Nov. 21 
and Bench's on Dec. 7. 


Musial, however, still retains 


the honor of having won the 
MVP earlier in his career than 
any other player. He was only 
in his second season when he 
won the National League award. 
Bench just finished his third 
year with the Reds. 


Bench also is the first catcher 


to win the award in the NL 
since Roy Campanella did it 
with the 1955 Brooklyn Dodgers 
and is the first Red to win since 
Frank Robinson, now with Balti- 
more, did it in 1951. 


Robinson, who helped the Or- 


ioles defeat the Reds in the 
World Series, was in the top 10 
in the American League MVP 
balloting won earlier by first 
baseman Boog Powell of the Or- 
ioles. 


Bench appeared on every bal- 


lot in winning the award, being 
named second on the other two 
cast. Besides his two firsts, Wil- 
liams was placed second on 17 
ballots. He also had three third- 
place votes, one fourth and one 
fifth. 


After 
Perez in the voting 


came Bob Gibson, the fireball- 
ing St. Louis right-hander who 
previously was named the Cy 
Young Award winner as the 
league's outstanding pitcher. He 
received 110 votes. Wes Parker 
of the Los Angeles Dodgers was 
fifth with 91. 


Rounding out the top 10 were 


reliever Dave Giusti of Pitts- 
burgh, Rose, 
outfielder Jim 


Hickman of Chicago, first base- 
man 
Willie McCovey of San 


Francisco and outfielder Rico 
Carty of Atlanta. McCovey was 
last year's winner.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Dal- 


las Cowboys probed St. Louis' 
defensive secondary for a soft 
spot last Monday night and col- 
lided head-on with hard-nosed 
Roger Wehrli. 


When the dust settled, Wehrli 


had the Cowboys hogtied with 
their own rope and the Cardi- 
nals had their third straight Na- 
tional Football League shutout 
—a feat last accomplished 35 
years ago. 


Wehrli, a quick young corner- 


back who helped the Cards de- 
molish Dallas 38-0 by intercept- 
ing two passes and shackling 
Bullet Bob Hayes, was selected 
today by The Associated Press 
as the NFL's Defensive Player 
of the Week. 


Apparently marked as an ear- 


ly target for Dallas' bombs- 
away aerial game, the second- 
year pro from Missouri rose to 
the challenge by batting a first- 
quarter Craig Morton pass out 
of Hayes' clutches to prevent a 
touchdown. 


Hayes didn't catch a pass all 


night, but Wehrli came up with 
two big grabs—a leaping end 
zone interception to blunt a Dal- 
las drive just before halftime 
and another theft in the second 
half. 


He also knocked down five 


passes and was credited with 
three unassisted tackles, includ- 
ing a jarring hit on a kickoff re- 
turn, as St. Louis protected its 
Eastern Division lead in the Na- 
tional Football Conference. 


"Dallas is a big play team 


and you've got to look for the 
bomb," said Miller Farr, the 
Cards' other cornerback. "They 
probably looked at the films, no- 
ticed that I play off my man 
and figured they could throw 
deep on Roger." 


But it was no go for the Cow- 


boys as Wehrli, Farr and Co., 
aided by a fierce rush from the 
front four, yielded just 10 com- 
pletions in 34 tries. 


"I'm glad we finally put one 


together against a team that 
was supposed to have such a 
great attack," Wehrli said.

Paper Market 
Unglamorous 
Finance Area

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


commercial paper market has 
long been an unglamorous area 
of high finance, a market in 
which large corporations rou- 
tinely lent or borrowed from 
each other for short periods. 


Commercial paper is an unse- 


cured note. A company seldom 
can afford to keep any excess 
cash idle, so it lends it to anoth- 
er company or institution, per- 
haps through a dealer, for a few 
days or up to 270 days. 


Single deals run into many 


millions of dollars, and the 
amount outstanding now totals 
more than $30 billion, but the 
business had always been con- 
ducted solely among profession- 
als, and so quietly as to be un- 
known to the public. 


No longer. The default by 


Penn Central Transportation on 
its commercial paper has shak- 
en professionals who felt there 
was no danger in such invest- 
ments. And hearings may pro- 
vide the public with a fascinat- 
ing insight into this hidden 
world. 


The 
background 
involves, 


among other things, incredible 
laxness and naivete on the part 
of professional money men; a 
misunderstanding of responsi- 
bilities; and a puzzling lack of 
knowledge about the product 
dealt in, the quality of the paper 
being bought and sold. 


Regarding the last point: The 


Penn Central was one of the 
most highly publicized corpora- 
tions in America. Presumably, 
as much or more information 
was known about this operation 
as any other, with tons avail- 
able from Interstate Commerce 
Commission 
Hearings 
and 


procedings leading to the merg- 
er of the New York Central and 
Pennsylvania railroads. 


And yet, some of its directors 


were uncertain about its finan- 
cial condition until a few days 
before it filed for reorganization 
under the bankruptcy laws. 


The firm of Goldman, Sachs & 


Co., which bought and resold 
Penn Central paper, believed 
one month before the collapse 
that the company was sound. 


Goldman, Sachs is now being 


sued for $23 million in damages 
by a large mutual fund and 
three other businesses which 
bought quantities of the rail- 
road's paper through it. 


Insurance companies, banks 


and other corporations which 
bought the paper also are angry 
at commercial paper dealers, 
feeling that the dealers failed to 
properly inform them about 
purchases. 


The dealers believe they have 


no obligation other than to 
present all available informa- 
tion and add that, furthermore, 
all purchasers of commercial 
paper have equal access to the 
facts on their own. 


But many professionals who 


purchased Penn Central paper 
concede they forgot that paper 
was an investment involving 
risk. They forgot about the need 
for the buyer to beware. They 
failed to ask questions a child 
would ask before buying candy.

Caldwell, a New York Times re- 
porter, was innocent of con- 
tempt for failure to appear last 
June before a federal grand 
jury probing Black Panther ac- 
tivities. 


Judge Alfonse 
Zirpoli had 


ruled in U.S. District Court last 
April 3 that the newsman must 
appear, although entitled to re- 
fuse to answer certain grand 
jury questions until the govern- 
ment demonstrated "a compel- 
ling and overriding national in- 
terest" requiring his testimony. 


Caldwell declined to appear 


and was cited for contempt. 


The three-judge panel, revers-

dustrial production index in Oc- 
tober fell 2.3 per cent, the most 
since August 1959 when there 
was a nationwide steel strike.

decline was blamed on the auto 
workers' strike against General 
Motors and its depressing effect 
on industrial output.

Bpqby Traps 
Killing More 
Americans

SAIGON (AP) — An enemy 


booby trap killed five Ameri- 
cans today, more casualties 
than 6,000 South Vietnamese 
troops have suffered in two days 
of operations in Cambodia. 


The crude explosive device 


ripped through a unit of the 
196th Brigade as it moved out 
after breakfast through rolling 
foothills 42 miles southeast of 
Da Nang. 


American officers have be- 


come so alarmed over a recent 
rash of booby trap and mine 
deaths in the region north and 
south of Da Nang that they are 
offering cash rewards to peas- 
ants who tip them off to loca- 
tions of the deadly devices. 


Of 53 Americans reported 


killed in combat hi the past 11 
days, 30 have been the victims 
of booby traps and mines. One 
U.S. official estimates that such 
devices are causing 60 per cent 
of the U.S. deaths in action. 


Meanwhile, more than 6,000 


South Vietnamese troops pushed 
deeper into the mountainous 
jungles of northeastern Cambo- 
dia on two fronts, smashing 
North Vietnamese base camps 
and staging areas, and seizing 
food supplies and communica- 
tions equipment, including field 
radios and telephone switch- 
boards. 


Contact was reported general- 


ly light, with 56 North Viet- 
namese killed and 24 captured 
since the two forces crossed the 
border on Monday. The govern- 
ment said its total casualties 
were, two killed * and three 
wounded/

Do you dream of a bod- 


room that's easy to keep pic- 
lure book-pretty, in spite of 
kids, pets, city soot and nor- 
mal wear and tear? It's easy 
—sow it yourself of easy- 
care fabrics that can be ma- 
chine-washed, 
tumble-dried 


and whipped back into serv- 
ice the same day. 


Here's a bedroom that's as 


glamorous as any magazine 
cover but designed for easy 
sewing 
and 
easy mainte- 


nance. The secret 
is the 


miracle f i b e r ( F o r t r e l ) 
which is used for the sheer 
window curtains and blended 
with cotton 
for the crisp 


lemon-and-delphinium print. 


Star p e r f o r m e r is the 


quilted bed coverlet. Believe 
it or not, you can sew it 
yourself on a straight-stitch 
sewing machine, to save a 
very pretty penny over the 
cost of a s t o r e-b o u g h t 
spread. 


To make the spread, piece 


your fabric to the correct 
size. For length, add one 
yard to mattress length. For 
a normal-length bed that's 
three yards. Lay fabric down 
center of bed, measure from 
selvage to desired length on 
each side and cut strips ac- 
cordingly. In most cases, 
you'll be able to get the two 
side s t r i p s from a split 
length—meaning a total of 
six yards of 36-inch fabric 
for a coverlet for a double 
(54-inch) bed. Get e q u a l 
yardage of lining and bat- 
ting. 


Mark off top section with 


chalk or bastings in eight- 
inch squares. Pin to batting 
and l i n i n g . With No. 16 
needle, polyester thread and 
a long stitch, quilt along 
marked lines. A triple row 
of s t i t c h i n g is especially 
handsome. The batting is so 
lightweight that you'll be 
able to roll it tightly as you 
go, so it will fit under the 
machine head. At the half- 
way point, reverse the quilt 
and work from the other 
end, so you never have more 
more than half the quilt un- 
der the head at one time. 


Sew up an easy-care bedroom for this winter's big 
sewing project. Even a quilted coverlet can be done 
on a home sewing machine; laminated window shades 
and sheer pouf draperies add up to a handsome win- 
dow treatment; the chair takes a classic tailored slip- 
cover. Fabrics of Fortrel insure easy care. 


Finish with self bias binding. 


The unusual window treat- 


ment is easy care, too. The 
fabric is laminated to the 
shades 
simply by 
ironing 


the m a t e r i a l to the pre- 
heated shade cloth. Don't try 
to dunk the shades: 
keep 


them fresh by frequent vacu- 
uming with the soft vacuum 
brush and occasional wiping 
with a damp sponge. 


Both the under curtains of 


deep delphinium blue and 
the poufed overcurtains of 
pale aqua are sheer. The 
poufed valance is made by 
simply j o i n i n g the long 
edges of folded strips of fab- 
ric and stitching a casing in 
the seam edge. Don't press. 
To make the poufed effect, 
in the overcurtains, just tie 
with tasseled cords, lift and 
pin the lower section to the 
other curtain and fluff out 
the pouf. Untie to launder.

Gl Drug Abuse 
Investigation 
Underway 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A spe- 


cial 
Senate 
subcommittee 


opened a new probe of GI drug 
abuse today that will include a 
hard look at one of the most 
abused intosicants of all—alco- 
hol. 


Sen. 
Harold Hughes, D-Iowa, 


said in a hearing-opening state- 
ment the over-all drug problem, 
including drinking, may be so 
serious as to threaten national 
security. 


The same allegation has been 


raised by Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, 
D-Conn., in GI drug abuse hear- 
ings before his juvenile delin- 
quency subcommittee. Pentagon 
officials concede drugs are a 
problem but generally deny that 
the nation's defenses are im- 
paired as a result. 


The Hughes probe comes at a 


time when interest in the prob- 
lem has been rekindled by a 
dramatic television newsfilm se- 
quence last week depicting a 
squad of U.S. soldiers in Viet- 
nam smoking marijuana. 


Hughes, who licked a drinking 


problem of his own, heads the 
new inquiry as chairman of the 
special subcommittee on narcot- 
ics and alcoholism. 


He made clear he considers 


the abuse of alcohol in the same 
league with the abuse of mari- 
juana or hard drugs. 


Hughes said the purpose of 


the inquiry is to generate possi- 
ble solutions, 
not publicity. 


"Our objectives are to deter- 
mine the dimension and nature 
of the drug problem in the 
armed services," he added. 


He said staff members have 


visited Vietnam, toured Army 
and Air Force bases in Thai- 
land, talked to men along the 
demilitarized zone in Korea and 
checked on the situation with 
psychologists, psychiatrists and 
social workers. 


The senator said the growing 


number of men in uniform using 
drugs represent a problem inse- 
parably linked to drug use in ci- 
vilian life.

loomed upon the American cooking scene in 1962. Measur- 
ing 6-4 or more, depending upon her hairdo, once Mrs. 
Child appeared she was most difficult to overlook. 


Her first major cookbook, "Mastering the Art of French 


Cooking, Vol. I," came out in 1961 and was gobbled up by 
cookbook aficionados. But it was not until she dropped her 
first leg of lamb on the floor in glorious view of thousands 
watching The French Chef on television a year later that 
her full grip on United States cooking mores was realized. 


Commenting on her place in minds of the beginning cook 


and the chef de cuisine, Mrs. Child's voice cracks and 
crumbles occasionally with jests or queries. 


"I'm flattered by the very nice reference in newspapers 


but I don't think I'm a 'cult,' " she said. "I do feel I'm 
influential but it was not all my doing. I was the right 
woman in the right program 
at the right time." 


Her explanation is that the 


Kennedys were in the White 
House and had a French 
chef. R e s t a u r a n t s , she 
pointed out, were becoming 
more expensive and it was 
better to eat well at home 
than to dine out. 


Volume I is in more than 


700,000 homes. Written with 
Simone Beck, one of two col- 
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leagues in her L'Ecolc des 
Trois Gourmandes in Paris, 
it reflected France in the 
1950s and old traditions of 
French cooking. 


She said Volume II, pub- 


lished recently by Alfred A. 
Knopf, "like France herself, 
has stepped into contempo- 
rary life." 


A California!! who went to 


Smith College, Mrs. Child 
did a stint in the advertising 
d e p a r t m e n t of W. & J. 
Sloane, N.Y. (home furnish- 
ings) and was with the Office 
of Secret 
Services during 


World 
War 
II. Few who 


knew her WHEN would have 
imagined her NOW image. 


"My interest in cooking 


started when 1 got married 
in my early 30s and began 
cooking," she said. "Before 
then, I could make good bak- 
ing powder biscuits." 


She credits her husband, 


Paul, a photographer, with 
appreciating good food and 
being a good critic for her 
serious interest in food. 


"It is sad for a woman 


who likes to cook to be mar- 
ried to a husband who is a 
s t e a k and potatoes man," 
she said. 


"I definitely feel it is im- 


portant to bring children up 
correctly and not on only 
hamburgers, franks and TV 
dinners. Teach them how to 
eat at the table and to enjoy 
food and how to prepare it. 
II is criminal neglect not to 


Julia Child 


do this. It's like bringing 
them up as peasants. To do 
this parents are either lazy 
or insensitive." 


Although she and her hus- 


band live in the south of 
France many months each 
year, she feels there are too 
many in the United States 
who 
think 
the 
only good 


cooking ingredients can be 
bought in France. "That is 
'cult,' " she pointed out. 


"If you get to a French 


chain store or market before 
9 a.m., the produce is fine. 
But I've seen the most wilted 
lettuce and rotten tomatoes 
there and often would be 
happy to go to a cool Ameri- 
can supermarket." 


A m e r i c a n s, she feels, 


"misbuy." 


"You 
really can't expect 


a fresh, tasty ripe tomato 
in December. A woman who 
buys in season does very 
well. Our beef is superior to 
the French and our lamb 
and veal are improving." 


She also disapproves of 


the tendency to buy con- 
venience foods "because you 
don't get the best flavor." 


She rates freezing ("and, 


I guess, instant mashed po- 
tatoes and packaging") as a 
progressive 
step, but she 


chides stores for not main- 
taining frozen food at the 


proper temperature—"most 
persons don't r e m e m b e r 
that freezing won't improve 
food but only keeps food." 


"The customer doesn't de- 


mand her food be handled 
better," Mrs. Child con- 
tended. "Meat, for example, 
should be offered in stand- 
ardized cuts and the store 
should say exactly what it is 
and where the cut came 
from on the animal. Super- 
markets should offer some 
kind of consumer education 
such as visual aids. What we 
get in our food markets is 
our own fault." 


She debunked the myth of 


French cooking, too. 


She e x p l a i n e d , "Just a 


plate of lentils is 'gourmet.' 
It is carefully prepared and 
delicious to eat. It is bad 
planning and stupid show- 
offery to have more than one 
rich food at a meal. Ameri- 
cans can use help in good 
menu planning." 


If and when you invite 


Paul and Julia Child to din- 
ner, it won't be boring. 


"My husband and I are 


nice g u e s t s to have," she 
said, "because we always 
are ravenously hungry."

Sea Creature 
Was Only o 
Basking Shark 


SCITUATE, Mass. (AP) - 


The remains of a giant sea crea- 
ture which washed ashore near 
here and for a time defied clas- 
sification were identified tenta- 
tively today by an oceanograph- 
ic expert as those of a basking 
shark. 


Thousands of spectators lined 


rocky Mann Hill beach Sunday 
after the creature rolled to the 
shore on a high tide and touched 
off reports that the remains of a 
sea serpent had been found. 


Andrew Konnerth, a research 


associate at Woods Hole Ocean- 
ographic Institute, said after an 
inspection today that the crea- 
ture was a basking shark, larg- 
est of the Atlantic sharks. 


A spokesman for the institute 


said the basking shark feeds on 
small plankton and small fish 
and has not been known to at- 
tack man unless 
endangered. 


They attain a length of 40 feet. 


The creature which washed 


ashore was 28 feet long, al- 
though observers said its tail 
appeared to have been cut off 
arid that its actual length could 
have been as much as 40 feet. 


One of the first experts to ex- 


amine the carcass was Donald 
M. DeHart, executive director 
of the New England Aquarium 
at Boston. He said he did not 
know what it was, but that it 
was not a whale. 


He called it a "very wierd an- 


imal." 


"It is 32 to 34 feet in length 


and has a girth of at least 10 
feet. The major portion of the 
body is about two feet high and 
it has a cartilage structure," he 
said. 


"It looks like it has a five-foot 


head or neck," DeHart said, 
"but the lower jaw is missing so 
you can't tell what the structure 
of the animal is." 


Without the jaw, he said, it 


looks "like some sort of prehis- 
toric animal or sea serpent." 


A crowd estimated by police 


at 10,000 flocked to the beach 
early today as news of the gris- 
ly discovery was circulated. 


Whales of various dimension 


have washed ashore frequently 
along the South Shore of Massa- 
chusetts in the past, some not 
far from the Mann Hill beach 
where this one came to rest. 


A number of "sea serpents" 


have been sighted off the Mas- 
sachusetts coast by seafarer's, 
according to ships' logs and oth- 
er records. 


One reported off Gloucester 


and Manchester in July 1964 
was said to be 70 feet long and, 
according 
to 
David 
Fortier, 


mate of a fishing charter boat, 
looked like a cross between a 
camel and a snake. 


In May of the same year, a 


crewman aboard 
the fishing 


boat Bruce C, returning to New 
Bedford 
from 
the 
Georges 


Banks, saw a monster swim- 
ming within 50 feet of the boat. 
Crewman Bjorne Haugen said it 
had a hole in its head and ridges 
down a 50-foot-long body.

the colorful description of Nan- 
tucket Island's legendary ser- 
pent which, if it is still lurking 
about, must be at least 150 
years old.

Ban Absolute, 
Pope Affirms

ROME (AP) — Pope Paul VI 


firmly restated today the Ro- 
man Catholic Church's absolute 
ban on artificial contraception. 


But he called for social pro- 


gress which he said could lead 
to "rational control of birth" by 
couples exercising free choice. 


In a hard-hitting speech to the 


U.N. Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization here, the Pope also 
deplored racism, "exaggerated 
nationalism ... the lust for un- 
limited power, the unbridled 
thirst for domination." 


He also warned against an 


"ecological catastrophe," called 
on rich countries 
to divert 


spending from arms to aiding 
the poor, and issued another 
call for Communist China's en- 
try in the United Nations. 


Speaking of poverty, he said: 


" ... There is a great tempta- 
tion to-use one's authority to .di- 
minish the number of guests 
rather 
than to multiply the 


bread that is to be shared." 


He said he was aware of opin- 


ions in international organiza- 
tions, including FAO, "which ex- 
tol planned birth control which, 
it is believed, will bring a radi- 
cal solution to the problems of 
developing countries." 


FAO officials appraised the 


pontiff's speech as an affirma- 
tion of what they called the 
chief issue dividing the Vatican 
and the U.N. agency:—birth 
control means—rather than an 
attempt to influence FAO. 


FAO publicly supports artifi- 


cial means, the Pope only natur- 
al means—the rhythm method. 


The Pope's call for technologi- 


cal and social progress ap- 
peared to reaffirm his urging to 
scientists in his birth control en- 
cyclincal, "Humanae Vitae," to 
develop a birth control method 
of which the Church could ap- 
prove. 


The Pope spoke on the occa- 


sion of the 25th anniversary of 
the 
Rome-based 
FAO, the 


U.N.'s largest specialized agen- 
cy. 


Quoting his 1967 encyclical 


Populorum Progressio, he told 
FAO that when so many people 
are 
hungry, 
destite 
and 


"steeped in ignorance ... all 
expenditures prompted by mo- 
tives of national or personal os- 
tentation, every debilitating ar- 
maments race, becomes an in- 
tolerable scandal." 


He cited Dr. Normal Borlaug, 


the American Scientist who won 
this year's Nobel Peace Prize 
for his agricultural work, and 
said: "If all men of good will" 
would work together for peace, 
"the tragic temptation to resort 
to violence could then be over- 
come." 


The conference commemorat- 


ed the 25th anniversary of FAO, 
the largest specialized agency 
of the United Nations. The Pope 
delivered his speech in person, 
speaking in French, to the dele- 
gates in the plenary hall of 
FAO's 
headquarters, 
which 


Mussolini built for his colonial 
ministry. 


In a new papal theme, he 


pleaded for steps to curb pollu- 
tion of "the air we breathe, the 
water we drink" and for the 
prevention of a veritable ecolog- 
ical catastrophe."
